If it ia prohibition it must be a very diff- 
erent sort of prohibition than that wliicli 
has been in force in tlio torritorie.i for 
many years. 'I'li it system lin.s beim a 
meat signal failure. It Ims not proliibiteil. 
The trouble with liiiuor laws, wlietlior pro- 
hibitive or not, havo hitherto been that 
thoy have not been stringently enforced. 
It is to be hoped that the liquor law, 
whiitever is .nay be, to be enacted for the 
Northwest will bo faitlifiUIy and rigorous- 
ly civrried out. If it is a good law the 
peoplo will thun derive all tlio bonetit 
from it that it is capable of conferring. If 
jt 18 a bad law its strict euforoeineiit will 
make it.s evils manifest and cause a new 
and butter one to be enacted. A law 
which cannot be made to work ia worse 
than no law at all.

'J'lio people 
will bo I'cj'.piired In Vote npiiii the bare 
principle, yes nr nn. This is of nut so 
much coiii i'iiiieiH i' .IS I he vote of ilself is 
decide liotliing bill, as we nnderataiid il, 
is to be little more than a guide to legisla- 
tors. The vote of the people of the Ter- 
ritories is to be regarded as a whole. This 
over an area of such vast extent may be 
iivvkward, Tliero may, for instance, be a 
l.irgp iiiajority in Assiniboia for license, 
while the largi'r miiiiber of the population 
of Albert.'i may favor prohibition, it 
Hln!m.^ I'atlier bard to fasten jjidhiiiitiun on 
AN'iiiiibniii against the will nf tlio majority 
of its iiibaliitaiits or In force the settlers 
ill Alberl.'i tu submit to license wlien they 
would iiuR'li lather have |)roiiibition. 
The ciri'iimHlances of the Territories 
are jieculiar. Tliuy aro united now 
merely for convenience salce. In, a very 
few years each province will have a Gov- 
ennnent of its own and it does seem a 
little hard, while the provinces are only 
temporurily united, to force ono province 
to submit to the decision of another in 
such animportiint nmttorns tho regulation 
of the liciuttr trallii'. It is jiisl, possible,

STiLL FORMIDABLE. 

The anarchists arc far from being dead 

ill the United States. They form a large 
and well-organized body actively prepar- 
ing to make war upon existing soci.d and 
goveriinieiital instil ill inns. 'I'liey liavr 
llieir missionaries everywliero, and are 
untiring in tlu; i>roi)agatioii of their prin- 
ciples. Inspector tioiiliold of Cliiciigo, 
who makes looking after the anarchists a 
special branch of his dopitrtment, says thiu 
they have Sunday Schools in which chil- 
dren are taught to hate law and the 
ollicers of tho law, and in wliieli Ihey are 
made to heliovo that re-sort to violence nf 
the most deadly and Ireacheruus kii.d is 
perfectly juatiliable, indeed the mn.it ef- 
fective means to attain the objeets which 
anarchists have in view. Tho anarchists 
ate hopeful. They believe that the day 
in wliich they will be able to act accord- 
ing to tlieir priiici|)le3 is not so far olF as 
nuiny who live in fancied security imagine. 
Bonfield says to his i)er8onal knowledge 
t bore are tivo thousand anarchists in Chi- 
cago ready and organized waiting for tho 
appointed time. The lesson which the 
Hay-Market outrage has taiiglit them is 
not t<j induce them tu abandon their prin- 
ciples aa daiigoroua to themselves aa well 
as to society, but merely to lie more cati- 
ttniis in their ]a'op'igatinn. They have 
llieir meetings and lake unnd care I" keep 
jnat within the law. This man, who knows 
more about their urgtuiization and their 
nijjeets than any one in America not a 
leading anarchist, declares that trouble 
must Gouie sooner or later. "They have," 
he says, "a day set for it at headquarters, 
but in the meantime they will avail them- 
selves of every opportunity to carry out 
their object which is the destruction of 
all organized law and order institutions." 
'I'he one huiidiedth at.iiiveraiiry of the 
t'ldl of the li.'istile has been agreed iiiioii 
as the day for the concerted uprising, nut 
niily ill the United States but in nllier 
cnuntries. The anarcliiiits are slrniigest 
iu France; Germany comes next, the 
British Islands third, and they aro weak- 
est, but still quite formidable, in the 
United States and Mexico. It seems to 
Its that Inspector Bonfield attaches ton 
iiuich importance to the plottings of an- 
archi.sts on this side of tho Atlantic. In 
the I'nited States and Canada tho people, 
as a whole, are too well ntf to )iay mueli 
atteiil ion to the teachings nf anarchists, 
.ind they have a lioriur nf their inethndK. 
This wa.s seen after the Chicago outrage. 
Nowhere in the world could the dyiia- 
mitards meet with lesa sympathy, and in 
no other country couhl they bo more se- 
verely treated. The demand for their 
immediate punishment was loud and it 
was universal. The people of tho United 
Sttites then showed that they wore didot - 
mined not to aUow anarchy a footlmld in 
their country. They gave tho aiiarchisis 
to uiiderstaml in tlie clearest iiiaiiiier that 
tho men wlm resulted In assassinatinii tn 
accomplish their ubjecis wnnld be slinwii 
no ipiaiter in the ('iiitcil .States. In iin 
country of Liirnpe could their crime have 
excited deeper and more gener- 
al indignation or be punished with 
greater severity than in that in which the 
lieople are Sovereign. If the provocation 
had been greater, the probability is that 
the people of the United States would 
not have waited for the slow process of 
law to punish the bnnili-t lii i iwers. They 
wiiiild have applied tu the aiiaiehiHts their 
own priiicililes, ;iiiil wnnld have strung U]) 
nnt only the men wliu hint been appre- 
hended, but all whnni they had gnod 
reason tn suspect In be cuniieeteii 
with the criminals. The di.sposilion 
shown by the I'euple uf the l iiiteil States 
must have convinced every reflecting ob- 
server that the time ia far distant when 
anarchy can gain a foothold in that coun- 
try. For many a long year to come an- 
archy will bo Hii exotic on this side of tho 
Atlantic. Tho great bulk of those who 
lirofess its creed and ii|)prove of its prac- 
tices will be im[)urtationa fnnii Kurope, 
and many even nf tliesu will, as tlmy ac- 
ipiiro prupert y, dro)i away frnin llicm. 
'I'lie man wlin has Ijalatue tu liis credit 
in tlie hanks, who uwiis a liniisn and Inl, 
lira farm and stuck hccoiiies, it may be 
unconsciously, conservative and law- 
abiding. He wants to enjoy what he has 
earned and he desires that his children 
after him shall peaceably possess what he 
is able to leave them. The rant of the 
aiiiirchista and Hneialiats becomes distaste- 
ful to him ;md he is before vei-y lone, 
fuuiid in Ihe raiika of the iiphrilderK of 
law und t he lovers of order, When staiid- 
iiig room -for its inhabitants becmnns 
.■icarce on this continent then there may 
be soino danger from aiiaieliy, but a.i long 
as there is land enough for those who 
choose to cultivate it and as long as the 
workingman can earn enough for his own 
support and, if he is frugal, tempetate 
and provident, be able to lay sometl^iing 
by for a rainy day, tho peaceable inhsb- 
iiaiils I if Amei ica will have' little to fear 
li'iiin anarchy and anarcliisrii.

"Tim 
surface," he si'.ys, " has only been 
scratched. " Deep duwii under the ile- 
tritus of tho volcanic period de|)oaitH of 
gravel rich iji gold are to bu found, "it 
is our bUsitiess to tear away tho upper 
cloak of lava and debris and to get at tho 
river beds, where the precious metal was 
deposited by the water and lies iii its 
gravel envelope.

Some did not sign at all, 
others merely a|)pondcd their initials to 
theirepistles,and others, again, signed them 
by some nickname as " Fred " or " Tom " 
or "Dick." People have been known to 
put letters it tho Post Oftice without ad- 
dressing lliem at idl. .Many forget to 
name the [ilace of llieir intended dest illa- 
tion, and others direct their letter.r In 
the wiong iilaca.i. Of course aome uf 
the letters sent back to the Dead Letter 
( )flice were written to jiersuns wlm had 
died and who bad left no representat i\ es 
at their last place of abode, lint these 
seem to have been a very siiinll niinority. 
'I'he greater number failed to reach their 
right dcstiuatiim owing tu some blunder 
or oversight on the part of the sender.
